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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 8, and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nogaki et al. (JP8- 17259). 

Nogaki et al. discloses, in Figure 1, insulation of the electrical connections 
of at least two flat flex cables (FFCs), which comprises at least electrical strip 
conductors (3) and insulating material, wherein the insulating material is removed 
locally and the exposed strip conductors of different FFCs are joined with one 
another in an electrically conducting manner, of a so-called matrix (5), 
characterized in that the matrix is insulated with an insulating sealing material (4) 
which consists substantially of the same material as the insulating material of the 
FFCs (the matrix 5 being covered by the sealing material 4 which is also the 
insulating material of the flat cables), so that the sealing material of the matrix has 
chemical, mechanical, and thermal characteristics substantially matching the same 
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characteristics of the insulating material of the FFCs (re claim 1). Nogaki et al. 
also discloses the thickness of the sealing material in the area of the matrix being 
between one-fifth and threefold the thickness of the insulating material of the FFC 
(re claim 2), the at least two FFCs lying in planes that are parallel to each other (re 
claims 8 and 12), the thickness of the sealing material in the area of the matrix 
being between half and twice the thickness of the insulating material of the FFC (re 
claim 10), and the exposed strip conductors of the different FFCs being joined with 
one another intermediate the ends of the different FFCs (re claim 1 1).
